lOth, Tiie M»oi) is foil a^ 6'et«een 10 and 11 at night. SheHses between Alde- 
baran arid the sixth star of the Bull, or top of the Southern' Horn, but neatest to the 
latter star j at '6 she is 43 deg. 35 mm from the first of the "Rata. 

15th, The M6on is followed sooii after her risin*, by the first of the lion, and aj)- 
peM^sdirectinj^ her course to the fifteenth, wfeiqh suflers an occultatioiJ at 8 minutes 
JjastSoB tbe.ensuing morning, the Star being tlien 1 mm. North of the Moan'$ cen- 
tre. . 

SOifa, She rises in the morning under the five stars, in triangle •of the Virgin. 

S^mSi, She rises nearly at the same time, with the secdud of the Scorpion, and befortt 
sunrise we shall perceive Saturn to the East of her. 

Mercury is in his superior conjunction on. the 9th, and too near.tha Sun to be visible 
^before that day, after it, he becomes of oourse an evening star : he will be but seldom 
seen this nAontb. 

Venus IS an evening Star, the greater part of this mdnih approaching to her conjunc- 
tion, which takes plaCe on the SOth, of course the opportunities of seeing her, dimi- 
jaish every evening, and when she is a mmmng star at the end of theaSoiitb, she is too 
near the Sutt to be visible. 

Mars is on our meridian at a quarter past 8 on the morniug' of the 1st, and at half 
past 7 on the mormnT of the 20th The Moon passes him on t,he 2tst. 

jjupiter is on the Meridian on the 1st at 1 1 at uight, apd On the I9th at 34 min. past 
.9; hi? motion is retrogr<ide through about 3 decrees, in the barren space between Men- 
kar and the Pleiades, bot inueh nearer to th&latter. star, and ending at a point to the 
east of the fourth of the Ram, and distant about 3 debtees from the star. The Moon 
])asses him on the .9th. 

Saturn is in conjunction with the Sun on the, 10th, and of course is too near the Sun 
to be much seen during the greater part of tiie month. The Moon passes him on the 
Soti. 

Herschell is a morning star, in the middle of, the lower region, south of south-east, 
on the first at sim-nse, and his dntation above the Horizon before sun-rise is daily in- 
creasing ; his motion is direct through about S degreed. The IVloou passes tern oa 
the 23d.
